A land-use study which 
seeks to transform nearly’ 
100 acres of East Corte 
Madera’s barren marsh­ 
land into a bustling ferry j 
terminal complex will be 
presented tomorrow to the 
Golden Gate Bridge Dis­ 
trict board. 
The plan outlines a $4 million 
commuter center at the mouth 
of Corte Madera Creek for the } 
district, whose directors will 
also receive long-range water 
transit system plans drawn by 
the district’s naval architect,! 
Philip F. Spaulding of Seattle. 
It Calls for a two-story, 
five-slip terminal located on 
a 99-acre square parcel south 
of and adjacent to Corte Ma­ 
dera Creek. The initial plan 
p r o v i d e s for a 1.509-space 
parking lot, access to and 
j 
from Highway 101 at Fifer 
Avenue, a bus maintenance 
area, a marina at the east end 
of the Greenhrae Boardwalk, 
commercial areas and un­ 
spoiled marshlands. 
It also suggests that the days 
would be numbered for resi- 
d e n c c s along the Greenbrac 1 
Boardwalk. 
The $7.500 plan was developed 
for bay side proper ty-owner W.J.! 
Heerdt by Corte Madera plan­ 
ners Livingston and Blayney of 
San Francisco. 
Corte M a d e r a Town Mgr. 
Ronald L. Usher said yesterday 
that the town's role in the plan's 
development was minimal. 
‘‘The town only acted as an 
intermediary between the plan­ 
ners and Heerdt.” he explained, 
adding that Heerdt contracted 
for the study * with the town. 1 
which in turn contracted with 
the planning firm. 
In this way, he continued, 
the town facilitated land-use 
planning at no cost to the tax­ 
payers and Heerdt was prov­ 
ided a plan which followed the 
town's p l a n n i n g concepts. 
Usher added however, that 
this did not mean the town 
had a p p r o v e d the study, 
which will he presented to the 
town council and planning 
commission at 7:30 p.m. today. 
“I personally would heartily 
recommend this study,” he add­ 
ed.

assessed valuation. Last year’s 
tax rate was $2.14. 
The tax rate will dip five 
cents despite the fact that this 
year's budget is $358.513 higher 
than last year's because of a! 
large jump in the district’s as- j! 
sessed valuation, 'Frank Cassou 
told the board. He said the as- ¡ 
sessed valuation of the district j 
is estimated to have climbed 9.5 
per cent. 
Caraou also said the average 
cost per pupil was up 5 per cent 
over last year. Board members, 
in adopting the final budget last 
night, said that the 5-cent cut in1 
the tax rate' was accomplished 
without any reduction or elimi­ 
nation of district programs. 
The district's general operat 
ing tax rate was actually cut 
eight cents —from $1.935 last 
year to $1.850 this year — but 
increases in special ta\c: and 
overrides tacked on an addition­ 
al three cents.

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Ethnic Dance-Art Created 
By M A Y B E L L E SPECK- 
MANN 
Mimi Janislawski, y o u n g 
Sausalito dancer, and her part­ 
ner, Lesandre Bailey of San 
Francisco, have created a new 
kind of ethnic dance-art of spe­ 
cial interest to universities and 
other educational institutions 
and to club program chair­ 
men . 
They are highly trained pro­ 
fessional dancers who perform 
dances of the Orient based on 
research they have been doing 
for five years in British mu­ 
seums while performing as 
students with the Royal Ballet 
School in London and studying 
privately with Chinese and In­ 
dian teachers there. 
“We created our dances and 
made our own costumes after 
studying the history, religions, 
art, literature and fragments 
of ancient d oc u m e n t s on 
dance,” Mimi explains. “We 
even lived on the native foods, 
such as dried figs, pomegran­ 
ates.,- seaweed, and barley, of 
the countries we were study­ 
ing, partly to save money,” 
she confesses. 
“AT ONE TIME we existed 
solely on tsampa, a hot but­ 
tered Tibetan tea with roasted 
barley flour. It's great for a 
cold climate.” 


The girls say they paid their 
expenses partly through mon­ 
ey they received from, home, 
p a r t l y through scholarships 
and from working. 
“It was very difficult, to 
work and support ourselves 
and dance at the same time.” 
Mimi admits. “We couldn’t, be 
permanent members of the 
Royal Ballet because we were 
not British citizens. 1 had. to 
resort to housework and baby 
sitting, and Lesandre got a job 
with a bank.” 
There were so few opportun­ 
ities to dance in England for 
this reason that the girls de­ 
cided lo return to this country 
last April to continue their ca­ 
reers. 
EACH DESCRIBED her own 
background. 
Mimi, whose real name is 
Mary Regina, is the daughter 
of Capt. and Mrs. Stanley Jan­ 
islawski of Sausalito. Born in 
San Francisco, she lived most 
of her life in Sausalito. attend­ 
ing the old Dominican lower 
school before the new San Do­ 
menico school was built, and 
Convent, of the Sacred Heart in 
San Francisco. 
She started the study of 
dance at the age of 11 with 
Jean Hart, a teacher with the 
Royal Academy of Dance in 


San Francisco, an affiliate of 
the Royal Ballet School in Lon­ 
don. 
She performed with the Cali­ 
fornia Imperial Ballet Compa­ 
ny and in the 1965 season of 
the San Francisco Opera Bal­ 
let. 
In 1965 at the Palace of the 
Legion of Honor in San Fran­ 
cisco Mimi became the first 
American girl to receive the 
coveted solo seal from the 
Royal Academy of Dance and 
was accepted as a. student by 
the Royal Ballet School in Lon­ 
don. She studied there three 
years before continuing her 
studies with private teachers. 
LESANDRE, a native of 
Australia, received her early 
ballet training in Santa Barba­ 
ra and Los Angeles with the 
famed David Liehine. 'Later, 
studying in New Zealand, she 
passed examinations for the 
Royal Academy of Dance and. 
won many scholarships and 
awards. 
On returning to the United 
States she joined the Califor­ 
nia Imperial Ballet Company 
and danced with the San Fran­ 
cisco Ballet Company.

Uncle Sam Taketh Away 
And Uncle Giveth Back 


One of the most enticing lures to 
governing boards — be they of state, * 
county, school district or city — is the 
federal grant. 
The board members realize that a 
federal grant is just getting back some 
of the money the federal government 
has taken from the taxpayers. But the 
rationale is, “If we don't get it, some­ 
one else will. We might as well have it 
here as have the money go to Oska- 
loosa ” 
Most of the federal grants require 
“matching funds.” But these, too, have 
been made painless by the provision 
that all or part of them may be in serv­ 
ices instead of cash. It is easy for the 
city fathers of San Anselmo or Novato 
or wherever to say that a federal grant 
for master-planning or urban renewal 
o r w h a t e v e r “won’t cost us much” 
when the major portion of the city’s 
share can be furnished in services. Of 
course, if the city’s staff must spend 
its time preparing the data the federal 
agency wants, it cannot use that same 
time to do the jobs for which it was 
hired — but this is a technicality sel­ 
dom mentioned. 
A STUDY JUST completed by Tax 
Foundation, Inc., shows that even the 
“get it here or it will go to Oskaloosa” 
rationale is of doubtful validity, how­ 
ever. 
Out of $19.6 b i l l i o n federal 
grants-in-aid to tsates and localities in 
1969, according to T a x Foundation, 
only S2.6 billion represented redistri­ 
bution among states. 
The remaining $17 b i 11 i o n went 
back to the same states where it had 
been collected in federal taxes. 
N i n e t e e n of the 50 states paid

more t o w a r d the grants-in-aid than 
they got back, according to the tabula­ 
tion. 
California was one of these 19. Cal­ 
ifornia received the largest amount of 
federal grants-in-aid of any of the 50 
states, a total of $2.21 billion. But Cali­ 
fornians paid $2.24 billion in federal 
taxes for it. In other words, Californi­ 
ans paid $1.01 for each $1 they got 
back. 
T h e redistribution was similarly 
close in several other states. In fact, it 
was exactly even in Nebraska — $1 
back for every $1 paid in. Texas and 
Oregon got $1 of aid for 99 cents. 
A l a s k a got the big break — $1 
from Uncle Sam for every 28 cents 
paid him. Delaware and New Jersey 
fared the worst, getting back only $1 
for $1.67 paid. 
Of c o u r s e , the state and local 
m a t c h i n g funds are in addition to 
these amounts. 


W H A T IT A L L comes down to 
this: 
The federal government promotes 
a “program.” This is to be a “partner­ 
ship” or “sharing” with state or local 
government. 
The big dollar figures fascinate the 
local politicians and bureaucrats. They 
want to get in on it before all the mon­ 
ey is gone. So they apply for a grant. 
When they get the grant, the usual 
result is that local costs increase to 
c o v e r the matching fund provision, 
and when that and the federal money 
is spent, the state, city or school dis­ 
trict is little the better for it. 
Meantime, of c o u r s e , it has cost 
the taxpayers money they w o u 1 d n *t 
otherwise have had to pay.

Statistics are not the most 
e n j o y a b l e reading in the 
world, but sometimes the facts 
they reveal are important. 
A ponderous annual study by 
Sales Management Magazine 
r a n k s every metropolitan 
county in the United States by 
income of its residents and by 
retail sales In important cate­ 
gories of business. 
It shows that in Sonoma 
County, the national ranking 
for automobile sales was 160th 
place out of the leading 200 
metropolitan counties, with a 
dollar-volume of $63,154.000. 
But in the category of eating 
and drinking places, the na­ 
tional ranking was 131st place 
with $27.572.000 in sales; and 
in g a s o l i n e service station 
sales the ranking was 123rd 
place with $32.503.000 in sales. 
Here you have a county that 
is in the bottom.

Empire Salazar Held 
Lives Beyond His Death

Portuguese flags fluttering 2„0OQ Portuguese troops 
at half staff in memory of for- been killed, 
mer Premier Antonio de Oli­ 
veira Salazar marked the end 
of an era which had covered 
nearly 40 years. 
The old man died without 
knowing he had been removed 
from power as result of the 
stroke which felled him some 
22 months ago and that grad­ 
ually change was coining to 
the Portugal he had ruled as a 
stern but kindly father for so 
many years. 
Tenacity was a characteris­ 
tic of Salazar and perhaps it 
was tenacity which kept him 
alive so many months after 
those around him had de­ 
spaired so many times. 
And it was a tribute to that 
tenacity that he was able to 
ignore the winds of change 
that toppled empires and cre­ 
ated independent states out of 
former colonies and that with 
his passing Portugal remained 
one of the great colonial pow­ 
ers controlling lands 20 times 
the size of metropolitan Portu­ 
gal. 
The Portuguese don't, call 
them colonies, in Africa Mo­ 
zambique, Angola and Portu­ 
guese Guinea. They call them 
provinces, as much a part of 
Portugal as any province of 
the European motherland. 
And they intend to keep 
them. 
Salazar’s successor, Premier 
Marcello Caetano put it this 
way: 
It is, he said, national poli­ 
cy to hold the African prov­ 
inces at all costs and not just

Despite swimpv or no re­ 
lations at ail with such Af­ 
rican nations as Zambia or the 
Congo, both continue to ship 
their copper via Angola’s Ben- 
guela Railroad. 
Both give short shrift to any 
guerrillas who interfere with 
this railroad commerce.

ANGOLA HAS Oil, in enor­ 
mous quantities, enough to 
erase completely the fears of 
white-controlled Rhodesia and 
South Africa that some day 
they might be cut off from oil. 
American Gulf has invested 
$125 million in Angolan oil and 
other American interests are 
investing in a vast cattle rais­ 
ing program. 
In Mozambique and Angola 
hydroelectric projects costing 
nearly $1 billion either are in 
the building or planning stage.

Tamalpais High School Dis 
trict trustees last night adopted pjan t0 achie\ 
a $10 2 million budget for the 
1970-71 fiscal year, a budget 
which calls for a 5-cent reduc­ 
tion in the district’s overall tax 
rate. 
The trustees voted unanimous­ 
ly to approve the $10.257.608 
budget which is expected to car­ 
ry a tax rate of $2.09 per $100 
assessed valuation. Last year’s 
tax rate was $2.14. 
The tax rate will dip five 
cents despite the fact that this 
year's budget is $358.513 higher 
than last year's because of a 
large jump in the district’s as­ 
sessed valuation, Frank Cassou 
told the board. He said the as­ 
sessed valuation of the district 
is estimated to have climbed 9.5 
per cent. 
Cassoa also said the average 
cost per pupil was up 5 per cent 
over last year. Board members, 
in adopting the final budget last 
night, said that the 5-cent cut in 
the tax rate was accomplished 
without any reduction or elimi­ 
nation of district programs. 
The district's general operat-| 
ing tax rate was actually cut 
eight cents —from $1.935 last 
year to $1.850 this vear — but 
increases in special taxes and 
overrides tacked on an addition­ 
al three cents. 
A breakdown of the district's 
total tax rate shows general 
fund. 5 cents; classified retire- 
fund. 5 cents; classfiie dretire- 
ment fund, 2.4 cents; social se­ 
curity, 1.4 cents; health and wel­ 
fare p r e m i u m s , 9 cents; 
community services, 2 cents, 
and Opportunity S c h o o l , 4.5 
cents. 
The budget provides an 8 per j 
cent pay hike for teachers and 
administrators.

Mimi Janislawski, y o u n g 
Sausalito dancer, and her part­ 
ner, Lesandre Bailey of San 
Francisco, have created a new 
kind of ethnic dance-art of spe­ 
cial interest to universities and 
other educational institutions 
and to club program chair­ 
men. 
They are highly trained pro­ 
fessional dancers who perform 
dances of the Orient based on 
research they have been doing 
for five years in British mu­ 
seum s 
while 
performing 
as 
students with the Royal Ballet 
School in London and studying 
privately with Chinese and In­ 
dian teachers there. 
“We created our dances and 
m ade our own costumes after 
studying the history, religions, 
art, literature and fragm ents 
oi ancient d o c u m c u t s on 
dance,” Mimi explains. “ We 
even lived on the native foods, 
such as dried tigs, pomegran­ 
ates, seaweed and barley, of 
the countries we were study­ 
ing, partly to save m oney,’’ 
she confesses. 


“AT ONE TIME v\e existed 
solely on tsam pa, a hot but­ 
tered Tibetan tea with roasted 
barley flour. It's great for a 
cold clim ate.” 


The girls say they paid their 
expenses partly through mon­ 
ey they received from home, 
p a r t l y through scholarships 
and from working. 
"It 
was 
very difficult 
to 
work and support ourselves 
and dance at the sam e tim e,” 
Mimi adm its. “We couldn't be 
perm anent 
m em bers 
of 
the 
Royal Ballet because we were 
not British citizens. 1 had to 
resort to housework and baby 
sitting, and Lesandre got a job 
with a bank.'’ 
There were so few opportun­ 
ities to dance in England for 
this reason that the girls de­ 
cided 'to return to this country 
last April to continue their ca­ 
reers. 


EACH DESCRIBED her own 
background. 
Mimi, whose real name is 
M ary Regina, is the daughter 
ot (.'apt. and Mrs Stanley Jan- 
islawski of Sausalito. Born in 
San Francisco, she lived most 
of her life in Sausalito. attend­ 
ing the old Dominican lower 
school before the new San Do­ 
menico school was built, and 
Convent of the Sacred Heart in 
San Francisco. 
She s t a r t e d the study of 
dance at the age of 11 with 
Jean H art, a teacher with the 
Local Academy of Dance in 


San Francisco, an affiliate of 
the Royal Ballet School in Lon­ 


don. 
She perform ed with the Cali­ 
fornia Im perial Ballet Compa­ 
ny and in the 1965 season of 
the San Francisco Opera Bal­ 
let. 
In 1965 at the Palace of the 
Legion of Honor in San Fran­ 
cisco Mimi becam e the first 
American girl to receive the 
coveted 
solo seal 
from 
the 
Royal Academy of Dance and 
was accepted as a student by 
the Royal Ballet School in Lon­ 
don. She studied there three 
years before continuing her 
studies with private teachers. 


LESANDRE,

of 
Australia, received her early 
bullet training in Santa B arba­ 
ra and Los Angeles with the 
famed David Lichine.

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Uncle Sam Taketh Away 


And Uncle Giveth Back 


One of the most enticing lures to 
governing boards — be they of state. ' 
county, school district or city — is the 
federal grant. 
The board members realize that a 
federal grant is just getting back some 
of the money the federal government 
has taken from the taxpayers. But the 
rationale is. ‘if we don't get it, some­ 
one else will. We might as well have it 
here as have the money go to Oska- 
loosa.” 
Most of the federal grants require 
“ matching funds.” But these, too, have 
been made painless by the provision 
that all or part of them may be in serv­ 
ices instead of cash. It is easy for the 
city fathers of San Anselmo or Novato 
or wherever to say that a federal grant 
for master-planning or urban renewal 
or w h a t e v e r “ won’t cost us much” 
when the major portion of the city's 
share can be furnished in services. Of 
course, if the city’s staff must spend 
its time preparing the data the federal 
agency wants, it cannot use that same 
time to do the jobs for which it was 
hired — but this is a technicality sel­ 
dom mentioned. 


A STUDY JUST completed by Tax 
Foundation, Inc., shows that even the 
“ get it here or it will go to Oskaloosa” 
rationale is of doubtful validity, how­ 
ever. 
Out of $19.6 b i l l i o n federal 
grants-in-aid to tsates and localities in 
1969, according to T ax Foundation, 
only $2.6 billion represented redistri­ 
bution among states. 
The remaining $17 b i 11 i o n went 
back to the same states where it had 
been collected in federal taxes. 
N i n e t e e n of the 50 states paid

more t o w a r d the grants-in-aid than 
they got back, according to the tabula­ 
tion. 
California was one of these 19. Cal­ 
ifornia received the largest amount of 
federal grants-in-aid of any of the 50 
states, a total of $2.21 billion. But Cali­ 
fornians paid $2.24 billion in federal 
taxes for it. In other words, Californi­ 
ans paid $1.01 for each $1 they got 
back. 
T h e redistribution was similarly 
close in several other states. In fact, it 
was exactly even in Nebraska — $1 
back for every SI paid in. Texas and 
Oregon got $1 of aid for 99 cents. 
A l a s k a got the big break — $1 
from Uncle Sam for every 28 cents 
paid him. Delaware and New Jersey 
fared the worst, getting back only $i 
for $1.67 paid. 
Of c o u r s e, the state and local 
m a t c h i n g funds are in addition to 
these amounts. 


WHAT IT ALL comes down to is 
this: 
The federal government promotes 
a “ program.” This is to be a “ partner­ 
ship'’ or “ sharing” with state or local 
government. 
The big dollar figures fascinate the 
local politicians and bureaucrats. They 
want to get in on it before all the mon­ 
ey is gone. So they apply for a grant. 
When they get the grant, the usual 
result is that local costs increase to 
c o v e r the matching fund provision, 
and when that and the federal money 
is spent, the state, city or school dis­ 
trict is little the better for it. 
Meantime, of c o u r s e, it has cost 
the taxpayers money they w o u 1 d n ’t 
otherwise have had to pay.

Statistics are not the most 
e n j o y a b l e reading in the 
world, but sometimes the facts 
they reveal are important. 
A ponderous annual study by 
Sales Management Magazine 
r a n k s every 
metropolitan 
county in the United States by 
income of its residents and by 
retail sales In important cate­ 
gories of business. 
It show's that in Sonoma 
County, the national ranking 
for automobile sales was 160th 
place out of the leading 200 
metropolitan counties, with a 
dollar-volume of $63,154.000. 
But in the category of eating 
and drinking places, the na­ 
tional ranking was 131st place 
with $27.572.000 in sales; and 
in gasol i ne service station 
sales the ranking was 123rd 
place with $32.503,000 in sales. 
Here you have a county that 
is in the bottom 25 per cent of 
all metropolitan counties in 
sale of automobiles — but up 
29 notches in restaurant busi­ 
ness and up 37 places in sales 
of gasoline for cars.

I think your comments pa­ 
thetic! If the Oriental, in this 
case, the North Vietnamese, 
Pathet Laos, and Viet Cong, 
had humane spirit in their 
hearts, cartoonists would not 
have to portray such "unfun­ 
ny" subject matter, to quote 
your own words. 
The purpose of that cartoon 
was to alarm the public about 
a very tragic situation —that 
of over 1300 American prison- ' 
ers of war and missing in ac­ 
tion in Southeast Asia. The 
whole point is that there are 
over 3.009 dependents in our 
United Slates who do not know 
anything about their husbands, 
fathers, sons, brothers. Are 
they alive,"dead. sick, wound­ 
ed.-where arc they? Families- 
wait and wonder and I might 
add that some of these fami­ 
lies have been waiting for over 
six years: Hanoi signed the 
Geneva Convention of 1949 on 
June 28. 1957 which deals with 
prisoners of war. Her govern­ 
ment has refused to grant 
American prisoners .of war 
• even the most basic require­ 
ments: (1) Refuses to release 
the names of prisoners; (2) 
refuse : to permit impartial 
inspection of prison camps; 
(3) ret uses to release the sick 
and wounded; (4) refuses to 
permit prisoners to communi­ 
cate with their families and 
ea :h other. I am asking you to 
think twice. Perhaps you will 
write Office of the President, 
Democratic Republic of Viet­ 
nam, Hanoi, North Vietnam, 
requesting they abide by the 
rub s of the Geneva Conven­ 
tion. 
If they do, and our families 
waiting at home at last know 
if their h u s b a n d s, fathers, 
sons, or brothers are alive as 
prisoners or dead and no long­ 
er just missing in action, then 
perhaps i might believe that 
North Vietnam has a heart. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - If 
“ the medium is the message" 
means “ it’s not so much what 
you say as how and where you 
say it," the W h i t e House 
seems to be trying to put Mar­ 
shall McLuhan’s theory into 
practice. The practice of indi­ 
cating how i m p o r t a n t the 
P r e s i d e n t regards an an­ 
nouncement by the form of its 
delivery is not new. In every 
r e c e n t administration, you 
could tell if something was a 
really big deal if the President 
himself announced it. It took 
on less importance if a Cabi­ 
net member or presidential 
aide made the announcement 
at the White House, and if it 
was left for a department or 
agency to make public, you 
were d e a l i n g with small 
change. 


NOW, A NEW wrinkle. The 
White House recently released 
the report and recommenda­ 
tions of President Nixon’s ad- 
v Iser on youth and campus 
unrest, Alexander Heard, in 
a form few can recall seeing 
before. 
Usually, in such a r eport, 
the recommendations, if any, 
seize the attention. But in the 
Heard report, the proposals 
were almost secondary, be­ 
cause the White House also 
made public the private me- 
m o r a n d a submitted to the 
President by the Vanderbilt 
University chancellor and his 
chief colleague, Dr. James 
Cheek, president of Howard 
University. 
Such memos are traditional­ 
ly regarded as nobody’s busi­ 
ness but the President’s, and a 
major flap u s u a l l y ensues 
when one is leaked to the 
press. Witness the delayed dis­ 
closure of Daniel P. Moyni- 
han’s memo to Nixon earlier 
tills year on the subject of ad­ 
ministration attitudes toward 
blacks. 


THE WHITE HOUSE, in the 
parlance of professional golf, 
may have ‘“gone to school” on 
the results of that episode. 
Everyone seemed willing to 
believe that because it was 
private communication, t h e 
memorandum was much more 


significant than the public ut­ 
terances of either Moynihan or 
Nixon. 
Enter Heard and his advice 
to Nixon to listen to the com­ 
plaints of students, blacks and 
political dissenters about his 
administration. For the White 
House simply to release the 
report —even if Nixon person­ 
ally accepted it in a public 
ceremony and gave it his on- 
the-spot endorsement — might 
not convince those who doubt­ 
ed his sincerity from the start. 
So, tiie White House may 
have reasoned, don’t worry 
about the ceremonial aspects 
of releasing the Heard report. 
Instead, give 
it —and the 
President’s interest in it — 
credibility by disclosing the 
very words Heard and Cheek 
used in telling the President 
what they thought. 


FOR WHITE HOUSE report­ 
ers accustomed to being told 
that the President and whoev­ 
er he has been talking to “ had 
a useful exchange of views,” it 
was a refreshing switch to 
have access to the inside dia­ 
logue of decision-making. Es- 
p e c i a 11 y when Cheek and 
Heard said blunt tilings such 
as. “ We do not believe our na­ 
tional government really un­ 
derstands that a national crisis 
confronts us." and “ The young 
may be telling us things we 
ought to hear.” 
But the two college heads 
also had some other things to 
say, such as proposing that the 
administration really move to 
alleviate the pinch of rising 
costs that threaten the educa­ 
tion of poor and-or black stu­ 
dents. 
Some of their recommenda­ 
tions, like getting more blacks 
into policy-making jobs in the 
administration, may be hard 
to carry out. Those and other 
proposals and what is done 
about them eventually will be­ 
come the real basis for judg­ 
ing the Heard report and Nix­ 
on’s reaction to it. 
The medium may indeed be 
-the message, but that axiom 
still does not replace an older 
truth. The proof of the pud­ 
dings is in the eating.

The world’s greatest pessi­ 
mist apparently is a proof­ 
reader in Kentucky, for this is 
the way the weather forecast 
read in a recent edition of his 
newspaper: “ T h e r e is less 
than a five per cent chance of 
tonight and tomorrow." 
A feud between a certain 
newspaper editor in a town in 
Indiana, and a prominent doc­ 
tor in the same bailiwick be­ 
came so heated ihat the editor 
was forbidden by the courts to 
so much as mention the doc­ 
tor’s name in his paper hence­ 
forth. The editor found an op­ 
portunity, however, to sink the 
harpoon in the doctor’s hide by 
printing the following note on 
the front page one morning:

"Joe K i m b a l l , our distin­ 
guished fire chief, enters our 
town’s only hospital tomorrow 
for a routine check-up. He will 
leave a wife and seven chil­ 
dren.” 


Portuguese flags fluttering 
at half staff in memory of for­ 
mer Premier Antonio de Oli­ 
veira Salazar marked the end 
of an era which had covered 
nearly 40 years. 
The old man died without 
knowing he had been removed 
from power as result of the 
stroke which felled him some 
22 months ago and that grad­ 
ually change was coming to 
the Portugal he had ruled as a 
stern but kindly father for so 
many years. 
Tenacity was a characteris­ 
tic of Salazar and perhaps it 
was tenacity which kept him 
alive so many months after 
those around him had de­ 
spaired so many times. 
And it was a tribute to that 
tenacity that he was able to 
ignore the winds of change 
tiiat toppled empires and cre­ 
ated independent states out of 
former colonies and that with 
his passing Portugal remained 
one of the great colonial pow­ 
ers controlling lands 20 times 
the size of metropolitan Portu­ 
gal. 
The Portuguese don’t call 
them colonies, in Africa Mo­ 
zambique, Angola and Portu­ 
guese Guinea. They call them 
provinces, as much a part of 
Portugal as any province of 
the European motherland. 
And they intend to keep 
them. 
Salazar's successor, Premier 
Marcello Caetano put it this 
way: 
It is, he said, national poli­ 
cy to hold the African prov­ 
inces at all costs and not just 
“ the result of Dr. Salazar’s 
personal obstinacy.“ 


IT HAS BEEN a high price 
for Portugal whose annual per 
capita income of around $4'J0 
makes i! the poorest country 
in western Europe. 
Each year defense of Hie \f- 
rican provinces consumes 45 
per cent of the Portuguese 
budget, or around $400 million 
In Angola, Portugal maintains 
55.000 troops, in Mozambique, 
45.000 and in Portuguese Guin­ 
ea 25.000. 
Since the A n g o l a revolt 
broke out in 1931, the govern­ 
ment a d m i t s approximately

AND YET, if Portugal can 
hold out against the unfriendly 
black African nations on her 
African provincial borders and 
against a mounting chorus of 
discontent at home, the payoff 
could be enormous. And there 
are elements working in her 
favor. 
Despite swimpy or no re­ 
lations at all with such Af­ 
rican nations as Zambia or the 
Congo, both continue to ship 
their copper via Angola’s Ben- 
guela Railroad. 
Both give short shrift to any 
guerrillas who interfere with 
this 
railroad 
commerce. 
A 
leader of one such guerrilla 
band who dared to break the 
unwritten rules, was shot. 


ANGOLA HAS OIL in enor­ 
mous quantities, 
enough to 
erase completely the fears of 
white-controlled Rhodesia and 
South Africa that some day 
they might be cut off from oil. 
American Gulf has invested 
$125 million in Angolan oil and 
other American interests arc 
investing in a vast cattle rais­ 
ing program. 


In Mozambique and Angola 
hydroelectric projects costing 
nearly $1 billion either are in 
the building or planning stage. 
They will be the biggest in Af­ 
rica.

“ Exactly what I'm saying.” 
Rodriquez said. “ Most of the 
rules were written by guys who 
can't even break a hundred. 1 
think what they let happen to 
Ben Hogan was awful. He had 


to get up in the middle of the 
night to play, they gave him a 
ridiculous starting time before 
7.30 in the morning, and they 
knew he had to treat his legs 
before he went out. He never 
asked for a cart, he wouldn't, 
but that’s what 1 mean about 
the rules of golf. What’s wrong 
with letting someone have a 
cart in a tournament if he wants 
one. I like to walk myself but 
I ’m all for giving anybody a 
cart who wants it.”

Q. I get my dividends direct 
from the companies I have 
stock in. even though my bro­ 
ker holds my shares. If his 
firm should go under, would I 
also be wiped out? I)o you 
think I should get my stock 
certificates from the broker? 
- E.J. 
A. Since your dividends come 
to you directly from the issuing 
corporations, your shares are 
apparently still registered in 
your name and your broker is 
simply holding them for you in 
his vault. Although he is under 
no obligation to do so, he is ren­ 
dering you this extra service at 
no benefit to himself. Because 
your shares actually bear your 
name, you are fully protected in 
the event the brokerage firm 
went into b a n k r u p t c y . The 
process of recovery is some­ 
what more time consuming for 
investors whose shares are held 
in “ street name’’.
